


ONTINUING its whirlwind action 
* on the President’s defense budget, 
Congress moved into the home stretch 
this week with the Senate preparing to 
vote, as THE JOURNAL went to press, on 
the biggest military budget since the 
peak year of the Korean war. 

The Senate Appropriations Committee 
approved every penny requested by the 
President and added $451 million on its 
own, for a grand total of $46,848,292,000. 

Biggest changes made by the Senate 
group in the previously-approved House 
measure (except for increases asked by 
the President in his 25 July message) 
were for the B-70 and long-range bomb- 
er programs,

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Committee Cites 
Reserve Priorities 


N the Reserve call-up ordered by Presi- 

dent Kennedy, the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices Committee has urged the Defense 
Department to make first demands on 
six-month trainees and those who have 
been in drill pay status in the Reserve. 

At the same time, the Committee said 
it would be desirable in terms of “equity 
and fairness” to draft more men instead 
of extending enlistments of those already 
in uniform. 

Secretary of Defense McNamara had 
told both the Senate Committee and the 
House Armed Services Committee that 
the Pentagon plans to make “sparing” 
use of the new authority to extend en- 
listments, appointments, periods of ac- 
tive duty, and obligated service, For the 
mot part, he said, it will be used only 
to avoid the loss of members whose serv- 
ices are irreplacable in the near future. 

The Committee said it “strongly de- 
sires that this authority not be used as 
a substitute for long-range plans and 
actions to procure the needed personnel 
for extended active duty.” 

The Committee emphasized that the 
authority “does not extend all expiring 
periods of service” and that it “is in- 
tended for selective use.” 

In connection with the Reserve call- 
up, the Committee observed that one of 
its “longstanding objectives” has been 
“the creation of a Reserve composed 
largely of persons who had not previ- 
ously fought a war or served long peri- 
ods of active duty. One of the principal 
purposes in establishing the 6-month 
training program was the creation of

tain peace,” Chairman Vinson said, “then 
this is the strength we must maintain 
until the peace of the world is assured 
beyond doubt.” 

Recalling the peaks and valleys of our 
military strength, he said they “look 
like a profile of the Rocky mountains.” 

The current buildup in Armed Forces 
strength “proves conclusively, once 
again,” Chairman Vinson said, “that we 
must adopt a firm, unchanging force 
figure and remain at that force struc- 
ture for an indefinite period.” He said 
this force level must be maintained not 
only in terms of manpower, but in 
ships, planes and missiles, 
have the capacity to fight both a nuclear 
and a nonnuclear war.” 

Senator A. Willis Robertson (D-Va.), 
Acting Chairman of the Senate Military 
Appropriations Subcommittee said the 
most recent additions to the military 
budget can be characterized as “a pru- 
dent reenforcement of the conventional 
strength of our military establishment.” 

As approved by the Senate Committee, 


the fiscal ’62 budget includes $18.9 bil- 
lion for the Air Force, $11.8 billion for 


the Army, $14.5 billion for the Navy and 
Marine Corps, $1.3 billion for the office 


of the Secretary of Defense and $207.6 
million for civil defense.

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McNamara Tells CD Shelter 


Program Plans; Denies “Military Control” 


O allay the fears of those who have 

expressed concern about bringing the 
nation’s civil defense operations under 
“military control,” Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara has told the Sen- 
ate that the DoD’s new civil defense op- 
erations will be organized “under civil- 
ian control, as a separate unit attached 
to the Office of the Secretary of De- 
fense.” 

In testimony before the Senate Mili- 
tary Appropriations Subcommittee on 26 
July, Secretary McNamara discussed the 
President’s new $207.6 million program 
in these words: 

“Defending the civilian population of 
the United States against the dangers 
of a thermonuclear attack is not in it- 
self a new responsibility for the Depart- 
ment, Our primary reliance is on U. S. 
military forces as a deterrent against at- 
tack. But if miscalculation, irrationality 
or accident produces an attack against 
the continental United States, our defen- 
sive forces are prepared to meet and 
engage the attacker. 

“Despite the damage that we would 
inflict on enemy aircraft, some of these 
aircraft would probably penetrate our 
defenses far enough to release their 
weapons. Nor do we yet have any effec- 


tive operative defense against ballistic | 


missiles. In a nuclear attack on the 
United States, several million Ameri- 
cans—perhaps several tens of millions— 
might be killed. No program of civil de- 
fense could save all of these people, but 
a comparatively modest civil defense 
program can provide a great deal of pro- 
tection for people who are not close to 
points of detonation. 





“As you know, thermonuclear explo- | 


sions inflict damage in three ways: by 
blast, by heat, and by radiation. The in- 
stantaneous effects of blast and heat 
from a nuclear detonation can devastate 
an area within as much as 5-10 miles of 
ground zero. Secondary fires may spread 
somewhat further, If the nuclear explo- 
sion were at or near ground level, radio- 
active particles would form a cloud that 
could drift downwind as far as 200 miles, 
exposing the population wherever it falls 
to lethal doses of radiation. The best 
protection against this radioactive fall- 
out is a massive barrier of dense mate- 
rial. The greater the mass, the greater 
the protection. The damaging effects of 
radiation on the human system are 
largely cumulative, but in most areas 
survivors could leave a shelter after two 
weeks, and in some areas after a few 
days or even hours. 


Fallout Protection 


“The augmented civil defense program 
proposed by the President is designed to 
protect the American people primarily 
against the dangers from fallout. Protec- 
tion against fallout is much less expen- 
sive than protection against blast and 
can be highly effective. A megaton-yield 
weapon can destroy the heart of a city. 
But a near-miss, up-wind, could also 
wipe out the city’s population, unless 
the citizens knew how to take advantage 
of the time following warning or the 
burst of a nuclear weapon to seek pre- 
viously identified and prepared fallout 
shelter. 

“The President’s program is designed 
to take advantage of available shelter,

and in so doing, provide a large number 
of shelter spaces at the least cost per 
shelter space in the near future. These 
spaces should be sufficient to provide rea- 
sonably adequate protection for about 
one-quarter of the population. At the 
same time, the program is designed to 
explore the most economical ways of 
further increasing the number of shelter 
spaces by modifying the shelters now 
available, principally by installing forced 
draft ventilation operated from standby 
power sources, and by planning for space 
in new construction adaptable to shelter 
use. 

“Of the $207.6 million that we are re- 
questing in new funds, $93 million covers 
the cost of a national program for iden- 
tification and marking of available com- 
munity shelter space in existing build- 
ings. The identification and marking 
would be completed by December 1962, 
but the contracting would be completed 
in FY 1962. It would concentrate first on 
the critical areas, which are also likely 
to have the largest number of available 
spaces. At the same time, we propose to 
initiate a $10 million pilot program of 
modification of shelter spaces in exist- 
ing structures, primarily to increase 
their capacity. We have reason to believe 
that forced draft ventilation can mul- 
tiply the capacity of most shelter spaces 
several times. We propose to provide 
$7.5 million to cover the additional cost 
of planning and constructing shelters in 
new federal buildings. This last pro- 
gram should also serve as an incentive 
for state and local governments and as 
a model for their buildings, schools and 
offices. 

“In order to make shelters usable, they 
must be equipped with the minimum es- 
sentials for survival during a one- to 
two-week period. Based upon careful 
studies and tests we regard the minimum 
essentials for survival to be: five days’ 
rations—an austerity ration with a long 
shelf life; two weeks’ water supply; first 
aid kits; sanitary supnlies; tools to re- 
move debris; and, perhaps most impor- 
tant, radiation meter kits. These items 
account for $58.8 million of the Presi- 
dent’s program. 


Need Warning System 
“Available shelters can be more effec- 
tively used if there is an adequate, de- 
pendable warning system to tell people 
when to use them, Since the present 
siren warning system has serious draw- 
backs, the President’s program includes 
$10 million to initiate a new household 
warning system, which operates on an 
electrical impulse imposed on the regular 
power lines. The complex military warn- 
ing system is employed to initiate the 
alerting signal. This program would be- 
gin national installation of the National 
Emergency Alarm Repeater (NEAR) 
system, if an extensive svstems test in 
Michigan proves successful. The pro- 
gram also includes $5.5 million to correct 
basic deficiencies in other elements of 
the warning and emergency operational 
capabilities, including communications. 
“Any operation depends upon intelli- 
gence; defense against fallout depends 
upon information on the nature of the 
fallout pattern and its intensity in par- 
ticular locations. The President’s pro- 
gram, therefore, contains $9.3 million 
dollars for radiological detection equip- 
ment, to cover the cost of detection kits 
for monitoring stations, aerial monitor- 
ing equipment and individual dosimeters. 
This equipment would be used by work- 
ers who may have to expose themselves 
to fallout when they undertake decon- 
tamination operations, rescue work and 
emergency distribution of food and es- 
sential supplies from outside stockpiles. 
“Lastly, the President’s program con- 
tains $13.5 million for research and de- 
velopment. The program of identification, 
marking and modification of shelter 
space in existing structures is designed 
to buy all the shelter protection we can 
at the least cost, in the immediate fu- 
ture. To insure that any additional units

In addition, be- 
cause of the demand for more knowledge 
and experience in ultralow temperature, 
ultrahigh vacuum technology, this cham- 
ber will provide a “space classroom” for 
Air Force scientists and engineers. 

During the Air Force acceptance tests 
of the new chamber, it surpassed design 
specifications and reached an equivalent 
altitude of more than 375 miles. It also can 
simulate the “cold black” of space to 
within 75 degrees of the mean tempera- 
ture predicted to exist.

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Who Will Decide Army’s Manpower Figure? 


We believe there will be justified resentment in Congress and in 
the daily press when it becomes generally known that Secretary of 
Defense Robert S. McNamara plans to deny administratively to the 
Army the manpower increases announced by President Kennedy and 
so enthusiastically endorsed by Congress, by both political parties, and 
in editorial comment throughout the nation. 

If Mr. McNamara plans to permit the Army to come up to its Presi- 
dentially authorized strength by steps, something which is not indicated 
at this time, he should reflect upon the statement made by Chairman 
Carl Vinson, of the House Armed Services Committee, in commenting 
on the President’s recommendations. “If this is the strength figure 
necessary to maintain peace,’ he said, “then this is the strength we 
must maintain until the peace of the world is assured beyond doubt. 
* * * We must adopt a firm, unchanging force figure and remain at that 
force structure for an indefinite period.” 

In this matter of manpower for limited warfare, the Department of 
Defense civilian leadership appears to be determined to follow its own 
fixed views, just as it had in the case of manned bombers, discussed in 
the editorial below. 


DoD Secretariat Alone In Seeing Bombers’ End 


The Defense Department’s civilian secretariat is in a lonely position 
in seeing an end to the need for manned bombers. It is noteworthy that 
the biggest change made by the Senate Appropriations Committee in 
President Kennedy’s latest additions to the defense program was the 
addition of funds for the much-harassed B-70 program and for the pur- 
chase of more of the currently available manned bombers. 


The Committee furthermore asked the Defense Department to “plan 
a firm program for the B-70 which will have as its goal placing the 
required number of wings in operational configuration at the earliest 
possible date.” This program, the Committee suggested, should be pre- 
sented to Congress not later than the first of next year. 

Not only does Congress look askance at the Department’s plan to 
drop the purchase of manned bombers—both the Senate and House has 
supplied for this purpose authorization and funds not asked by the De- 
partment—but the top responsible officers of the Air Force also are in 
disagreement with it. 

General Thomas D. White, a few days after his retirement as Chief 
of Staff of the Air Force, told a nation-wide TV audience over NBC’s 
“‘Meet The Press’’ program: 

“The Russians are evidently going ahead with bombers. I think we 
should. I have sat before many Congressional Committees and talked 
a long time on this. I am convinced that the manned bomber is still 
needed and there are two things that stand out to me: The B-70 is the 
very most sophisticated bomber our industry and science can produce 
now and I think we ought to go ahead with it at a more rapid rate than 
we are. The B-52 is the backbone of the Free World’s offensive strength 
and I would hate to see the production line cease and that is what will 
happen if money is not spent now to continue the B-52s. * * * Missiles 
have not proved out in reliability to my satisfaction and moreover you 
have the great problem of a completely static weapon system which I 
think is bad for the nation psychologically as well as for the people.” 

In the same vein, General Curtis E. LeMay, new Chief of Staff of 
the Air Force, before another TV audience this week over ABC’s “All 
America Wants to Know” backed up the manned bomber need. Speak- 
ing of missiles General LeMay expressed doubt that they can ever get 
to be as reliable as a bomber with a crew aboard. 

“In a manned system,” he declared, “you can fly, notice the mal- 
functions, return and correct them, and perform thousands and thousands 
of sorties. Whereas with the missile, you can fire it once. As time goes 
on, we'll be able to get more reliability in missiles, but you can never 








approach the manned system.” The cost of missiles is ‘prohibitive’ com- 
pared with that of a manned system, he added. 

We hope that the views of these seasoned, war-tested officers, plus 
the urgency of the situation, will have weight with the Defense Depart- 
ment leadership and that the previously expressed threats not to spend 
the Congressionally-added on funds for bombers will not be carried out. 















Michigan Report Inconsistent 

® It seems that thus far no one has 
called attention to the inconsistency 
in the recent report of the “Study Com- 
mittee of the University of Michigan” 
in the matter of the recomputation of 
retired pay for those retired prior to 
1 June 1958. 

On page 45 of the printed report, the 
Committee says: 

“The Committee concludes, after 
a thorough study of all the evidence, 
that the cost-of-living method of in- 
creasing retired pay should be re- 
tained and that this policy should be 
continued in the future.” 

But on page 47, in their “Conclusions 
and Recommendations”, the Committee 
also says: 

“The Study Committee believes, 
however, that all possible assurances 
should be given retired personnel and 
active duty personnel that no major 
changes are contemplated in the re- 
tirement system, etc.” 

These recommendations are repeated 
elsewhere in the report. 

If the assurance against unantici- 
pated “changing of rules in the middle 
of the game” is sound doctrine at this 
time, it was also sound doctrine in 1958. 
Had the Committee’s recommendation, 
therefore, been in effect in the Spring 
of 1958, it would of course have pre- 
cluded the failure of Congress to pro- 
vide for continuance of the long-stand- 
ing principle which related retired 
pay to active duty pay, and still does 
so for persons retired after 1 June 
1958. 

These two conclusions enunciated by 
the “Study Committee” are clearly in- 
compatible, and to adopt one the Con- 
gress and the Department of Défense 
will obviously have to abandon the 
other. 

At the time of my own personal dis- 
cussions with the Study Committee in 
Ann Arbor in March, 1961, the equity 
of recomputation for those retired prior 
to 1 June 1958 was acknowledged with- 
out question, though one Study Com- 
mittee member added “At least with

Ut Bill Should Be No. 1 


@ During the past three years or so 
a great deal of publicity has been given 
in support of a proposed amendment 
to the 1958 Pay Law for a so-called 
equalization of retired pay for those 
placed on the retired list before the 
effective date of the new Pay Law. 

The proposed amendment if enacted 
into law would affect only those receiv- 
ing retired pay under the Career Com- 
pensation Act of 1949. Those who would 
benefit most are in the grades of lieu- 
tenant colonel and above. Those of 
lesser rank would receive little or no 
increase in retired pay. 

There are many thousands retired 
service persons receiving retired pay 
under other laws who would receive no 
increase at all. In my own case, major 
with over 35 years of active service, 
nearly 24 years of which was commis- 
sioned service mostly as an officer of 
the Regular Army, I would be due to 
receive an increase in retired pay of 
$1.22 per month. A lieutenant colonel 
with 30 years active service would 
receive approximately $47.60 per month 
increase in his retired pay. A colonel 
with the same service would receive 
approximately $94.00 per month, Gen- 
eral officer grades would of course re- 
ceive considerably more. 

From what I have been reading in 
the Service papers and in the Retired 
Officer publication, it would appear 
that the proposed legislation for equali- 
zation of retired pay is the No. 1 legis- 
lative project affecting retired per- 
sonnel, and it is being pushed to the 
limit by the high rank who would 
benefit the most and need it the least. 

It is my feeling that the most im-

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Senator Stennis Would Bar Dependents 
From Europe In New Military Build-Up 


IVES and children should be left at 

home in the build-up of military 
forces in Europe, Senator John C, Sten- 
nis (D-Miss) has told the Senate. 

“If we continue taking dependents to 
Europe this would be an unmistakable 
sign to Khrushchev that we do not in- 
tend to engage in battle,” the Senator 
declared. 

During debate on the increased air- 
craft, missiles and ship authorization pro- 
gram, the Armed Seryices Committee 
member said if the Defense Department 
continues to allow dependents to accom- 
pany troops to Europe at the same time 
that we “claim to be ‘beefing up’ and 
strengthening our military power” there, 
it will be like “waving a flag and saying, 
‘we do not intend to fight, or otherwise 
we would not be bringing dependents 
along.’” 

The Senator said the presence of fam- 
ilies in overseas areas “is a great morale 
factor in anything like ordinary times,” 
but he suggested that dependent travel 
be abandoned “at least on a temporary 
basis.” 

Here is the full text of Senator Sten- 
nis’ remarks on the subject: 

“Furthermore, Mr. President—and this 
is a matter of deepest concern to me— 
I do not see how we can impress Mr. 
Khrushchev with our serious intentions 
of actually building up our military 
forces in Europe for the purpose of 
action, if necessary, if we send additional 
men there who take their wives and 
children with them or continue the pres- 
ent practice of taking more dependents 
to Western Europe. 

“This has nothing to do with the fine 
dependents as individuals. I have been 
among those who have had the privilege 
of helping to provide facilities there. We 
have provided fine schools, recreation 
halls, gymnasiums and all the other 
things which go to make the living fine. 
They deserve it. It is a great morale fac- 
tor in anything like ordinary times. 

“The more of those dependents who 
can be in Europe, the better the morale 
of our soldiers and other servicemen is 
in anything like ordinary times. However, 
it seems to me if we send more men to 





DEADLINE ON PLANS 


An 11 August deadline has been 
set by Secretary of Defense McNa- 
mara for submission of detailed 
Service personnel plans _ for 
strengthening the Armed Forces. 

The plans—including Service 
policies on the extension of cur- 
rent active duty tours, call-up of 
Reserves, and retirement  post- 
ponements—will be subject to the 
personal review of the Secretary 
of Defense, 

As The Journal went to press, 
the Services were preparing plans 
to request the voluntary extension 
of tours and postpone retirements 
of their personnel until final plans 
are approved by the Secretary of 
Defense. 

First to act was the Army, 
which deferred the retirement of 
38 officers who would otherwise 
have retired 31 July. The officers, 
whose retirements were “deferred” 
for 30 to 60 days, “were selected 
on the basis of their qualifications 
and availability, and their will- 
ingness to defer retirement,” the 
Army said. 














Europe and claim to be ‘beefing up’ and 
strengthening our military power in Eu- 
rope, if we at the same time continue to 
permit dependents under those circum- 
stances, it is like waving a flag and say- 
ing, ‘We do not intend to fight, or other- 
wise we would not be bringing dependents 
along’. 

“That is simply commonsense. I do not 
see how we can expect to impress our ad- 
versaries in this most serious time unless 
we have a firm policy, at least on a temp- 
orary basis.

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THE FIRST MAJOR DISAGREEMENT be- 
tween President Kennedy and his Secretary of 
Defense, Robert McNamara, could arise over 
current Defense Department plans which would 
hold Army strength well below one million men 
(see page 1). Secretary McNamara and his Dep- 
uty, Roswell L. Gilpatric, are said to feel that the 
Army does not need the million men asked for 
by the President. Informed Pentagon sources 
indicate that this results from different apprais- 
als of Soviet-vs-US strength by the President 
and SecDef McNamara. 


IT IS NOTEWORTHY that both the Navy and 
Air Force received the full manpower increases, 
29,000 and 63,000 respectively, that were asked 
for by President Kennedy. 


IT CAN BE EXPECTED THAT the Army in 
its appeal on the new strength limitations will 
find a strong ally in General Maxwell D. Taylor, 
former Army CofS and now President Kennedy’s 
Military Representative. The Army will say that 
the U. S. cannot afford to bluff its military 
readiness as opposed to the Soviet Union. It 
will charge that Secretary McNamara has under- 
mined apparent U. S. determination to meet the 
Berlin crisis by hedging on the President’s plans. 


IF IT BECOMES NECESSARY to order more 
than 250,000 Reservists to active duty (the num- 
ber specified in House and Senate resolutions), 
the extra men will be called up by declaration of 
a national emergency by the President or as a 
result of further Congressional action. This step 
already has been contemplated and, in fact, the 
Defense Department has asked Congress to au- 
thorized special, “excepted” funds to support the 
extra men in case they are needed. 


DETAILED CLASSIFIED LISTS of new weap- 
ons and equipment to be procured by each of the 
Services under the President’s expanded military 
program have been furnished to Congress. But 
the Pentagon has explained that the lists are “still 
tentative” since there wasn’t time to thoroughly 
check-out “each and every item.” 


ALL OF THE NEW PROCUREMENT FUNDS 
may not be spent. Secretary McNamara says the 
new weapons and equipment consist of items 
which the Services “would eventually have bought 
in any event.” If it turns out that they are “not 
to be required immediately” the funds will be 
credited against future needs and next year’s 
budget request will be cut proportionately. 


SECRETARY McNAMARA says the big in- 
creases in the Defense budget underscore “the 
need for further efforts to eliminate waste and 
duplication in the Defense establishment.” There 
is no intention of using the present crisis “as an 
excuse for easing up” on the drive to eliminate 
excess facilities, improve procurement methods 
or effect other economies and improvements in 
Defense Department activities, he has told Con- 
gress. 


A FAVORITE SENATE PROGRAM in the 
annual military appropriations bill—the promo- 
tion of rifle practice—garnered an additional 
$282,000 in the Senate measure. The Appropria- 
tions Committee said testimony “has revealed 
this country no longer enjoys the preeminence 
in marksmanship that it did, and that Russia, 
recognizing the importance of rifle training, has 
developed a marksmanship program of tremen- 
dous scope and efficiency.” 


IMPORTANCE OF THE MARKSMANSHIP 
program is growing, the Senate group said, “be- 
cause of the contingent possibilities of wide- 
spread devastation in the event of general war, 
wherever it occurs, and the unquestionable need 
for riflemen to replace losses and to maintain 
order during the chaotic period which will most 
assuredly result from any major catastrophe.” 
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SHIPBUILDING MONEY in the fiscal ’62 mili- 
tary budget ($2.89 billion) is the biggest amount 
approved since WWII. The program calls for 
36 new ships (including 10 Polaris submarines) 
and 22 major modernizations or conversions. 
Twenty-two troop transports and cargo vessels 
and 18 ASW vessels also are slated to be de- 
mothballed under the new military build-up. 


FOR THE GROUND FORCES, an estimated 
$1.87 billion is earmarked for ordnance, vehicles 
and related equipment—almost 80% more than 
was provided for Army and Marine Corps equip- 
ment last year. 


THE MARINES ALONE are getting nearly 
three times as much procurement money this 
year as they got last year. The funds will be 
used to increase the immedate Leatherneck com- 
bat capability and staying power. 


AIR WAR COLLEGE STUDY will now count 
toward college and university degree credit. 
Under a new program, attendance at the War 
College, Maxwell AFB, Ala., will count nine 
semester hours and the AWC thesis another six 
hours toward a master’s degree in International 
Affairs at the George Washington University, 
Washingten, D. C. AWC attendance can also 
count toward a bachelor’s degree for officers 
who do not have one. Additional courses for 
the degrees can be completed at the University 
or its extension center at Maxwell. The Air 
Force program is similar to one established by 
George Washington at the Army War College, 
Carlisle Barracks, Pa. Those interested in ap- 
plying (eligibles include 1955 and subsequent 
AWC graduates) should apply by 1 September 
to the Office of Dr. Grover L. Angel, Dean of 
the College of General Studies, the George 
Washington University, Washington, D. C. 


DR. FRANK B. BERRY, former Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense (Health and Medical) and 
more recently Senior Medical Advisor to the

WAGING A DETERMINED CAMPAIGN to 
force a Congressional investigation of the Ad- 
ministration’s restrictions against Service offi- 
cers publicly discussing foreign policy, Senator 
J. Strom Thurmond (D-SC), a reserve army 
brigadier general, has made three lengthy 
speeches on the floor of the Senate. His speeches 
and quotations from the press, letters, etc., were 
made 26, 29, and 31 July and cover a total of ap- 
proximately 48 pages in the Congressional Rec- 
ord. He charges that communists have inspired 
efforts to keep military personne] from warning 
against the communist menace. 


THE SENATOR WAS PARTICULARLY 
CONCERNED that the motion picture “Opera- 
tion Abolition” is not required to be shown as 
a training film. Although the film is available 
in Service libraries Senator Thurmond interprets 
this failure to require its showing as a Depart- 
mental ban against the film and seeks to have 
Chairman Russell of the Senate Armed Service 
Committee investigate. Senator Russell said that 
he had been informed that the picture was not 
banned by the Department and that if he finds 
it has been so banned he will take it up with his 
committee. 


DURING THE COURSE OF SENATOR 
THURMOND’S speeches, in which he gained 
considerable support from republican stalwarts 
Senators Goldwater, (R-Ariz) and Mundt (R- 
SD), Senator Goldwater revealed that the video 
tape of the interview with General Curtis E. 
LeMay, AF CofS, which was shown on TV 30 
July, was subject to a period of indecision by 
Departmental reviewers before it was finally re- 
leased. In his interview General LeMay strongly 
advocated the continued use of manned bombers, 
but Senator Goldwater expressed the belief that 
the Department resented the Senator’s criticism 
of a “well-known” newspaper (New York 
Times). 


THE ARMY HAS SENT TO THE FIELD 
an interesting guide for drafting sections of the 
1961 Annual Report of Secretary of the Army 
Elvis J. Stahr. The Army says that its recently 
approved strengthening and modernization “indi- 
cates reappraisal of ‘bigger bang for the buck’ 
and ‘massive retaliation’ and the relegation of 
these policies to a limited area in the over-all 
defense.” Th Army continues: “With no delu- 
sions about the gravity of the threat which faces 
the U. S. in the 1960’s, and with full recognition 
of the fantastic complexity of the total defense 
of Western Civilization, the Nation must ra- 
tionally reassign the push-button to a less im- 
portant role and up-grade the well-trained armed 
soldier.” 


PENTAGON FISCAL EXPERTS are having 
difficulty figuring out just how a new Senate 
restriction in the 62 military budget will affect 
representation allowances for the Armed Forces. 
Such allowances pay for the official entertainment 
the military must provide at overseas posts. The 
new restriction bars the Defense Department 
from spending more “on any continent” than 
the State Department spends “for that conti- 
nent.” Because of the fuzzy language, no one 
knows whether this means that if the State De- 
partment has 400 people on a continent, and the 
Services have only four, that the four uniform 
men will get the same amount as 400 foreign 
service people. Or, if the situation is reversed, 
whether 400 military would get only the amount 
programmed for four State Department em- 
ployees. House and Senate conferees will have 
to iron this one out. 


CONGRESSMAN F. EDWARD HEBERT has 
“heartily endorsed” the new Defense Depart- 
ment standards of conduct directive (The 
Journal 22 July). He said the new code carries 
out some of the recommendations made by his 
Armed Services Investigating Subcommittee and 
he is glad the Pentagon is “awakening” to the 
need for standards of ethics for its officers and 
civilian employees both active and retired. He 
wishes, however, that “the directive had gone 
further” and thinks some parts would be more 
forceful if backed by legislation. 


AFTER TESTIFYING before Congressional 
Committees for five consecutive days, Sec’y Mc- 
Namara may have some recommendations to 
make on the subject of Congressional testimony 
—when he goes before the Senate Subcommittee 
on National Policy Machinery on 7 August. He 
has been called by Senator Henry M. Jackson 
(D-Wash) to help the committee decide how the 
U. S. Government can best organize itself to 
plan and manage National Security Policy. It 
will come as no surprise if Sec’y McNamara 
suggests that one step might be to cut down on 
the excessive demands made by Congressional 
Committees on the time of Cabinet members. 


NAVY OFFICERS WHO REMEMBER the 
paternal and judicious backing they received 
from the late James B. Forrestal when he was 
SecNav, already are pointing to similar traits 
in their present boss, Sec’y Connally. Now they 
are certain to voice equal pride in the Number 
Two civilian leader, Under Secretary Fay, as the 
result of his decision in the Rawlins Case 
(page 19). 


WHEN SEC’Y FORRESTAL learned of a 
similar miscarriage of justice (in the case of 
Cdr. Warren S. Parr), he promptly ordered the 
officer promoted to four stripe rank. And in 
another similar case he restored Cdr. Sterling 
P. Smith to his rightful place on the Navy’s 
lineal list. Both officers subsequently achieved 
flag rank. 


AN INCOME TAX PAYMENT of nearly 
$30,000 has been made by at least one Army 
captain.

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Army Vehicle For Land, Water Or Mud 


Experiments will be started soon on 
a vehicle designed to travel on water, 
hard surface, snow, mud or tundra, as 
the result of a $20,000 Army contract 
awarded to Chance Vought Corp., Dallas, 
Tex. 

The projected vehicle would operate 
on a continuous track of rubber-impreg- 
nated cells filled with low pressure air, 
giving the vehicle high flotation capa- 
bility and permitting it to ride over soft 
terrain or water. The machine, which 
will probably resemble a tank, would 
have self-cleaning tracks, with air blow- 
ing away mud, dust or snow. 

The contract award for the vehicle, 
called PAT, for Plenum Air Track, pro- 





vides for a preliminary investigation of 
the new concept in transportation, Ple- 
num is an air supply chamber which can 
be supplied with air automatically if 
pressure is lost. The cells would be self- 
sealing if punctured. 

Plans call for the PAT to travel about 
10 m.p.h. on water and 50 m.p.h. on 
highways. The speed on water would 
be twice that of present amphibians. 

Under the first phase of research, 
Chance Vought will design and construct 
for the U. S. Army Transportation Re- 
search Command at Ft. Eustis, Va., a 
half-scale test bed of the PAT. The test 
bed would be a frame-work model of the 
proposed prototype.

such a Reserve. 

“In an attempt to distribute equitably 
the responsibilities of military service, 
the committee hopes that to the greatest 
extent consistent with military require- 
ments the members of the Ready Reserve 
who are ordered to active duty under 
the authority of this resolution will be 
those whose previous active service has 
been limited to six months of active 
duty for training and to those who have 
been in a drill pay status in the Re- 
serve.” 

The Committee also pointed out that 
current law provides that “To achieve 
fair treatment as between members in 
the Ready Reserve who are being con- 
sidered for recall to duty without their 
consent, consideration shall be given to: 

“I—the length and nature of previous 
service, to assure such sharing of ex- 
posure to hazards as the national security 
and military requirements will reason- 
ably allow; 

“2—family responsibilities; and 

“3—employment necessary to maintain 
the national health, safety, or interest.”

RIGHT TO COMFORT 


MP Powers Limited 
By Appeals Court 


The U. S. Court of Military Appeals 
has moved to limit the powers of mili- 
tary investigators. 

In its decision, U. S. v. Ocfalle, the 
Court forbids the Services to “impose 
unreasonable conditions” on a person’s 
“right to seek comfort and assistance 
from friends, relatives and attorneys.” 

The decision reversed the conviction 
of an Air Force enlisted man charged 
with stealing funds from the Air Force 
commissary in Guam. 

The Court conceded that “While the 
United States Air Force is clearly au- 
thorized to issue orders revoking an 
enlisted man’s leave and placing him 
on temporary duty at another installa- 
tion, it may not perversely use this 
authority as a coercive instrument for 
the purpose of removing him to a loca- 
tion at which he is effectively isolated 
and likely to succumb to police pres- 
sures. To hold otherwise would provide 
military investigators with an _ instru- 
ment of oppression which has long since 
been denied their civilian counter- 
og 

“In short,” the Court said, “just as 
civil police may not hold a suspect in- 
communicado or spirit him from place 
to place, military police may not trans- 
fer an accused from island to island or 
impose unreasonable conditions on his 
right to seek comfort and assistance 
from friends, relatives, and attorneys.” 

SSgt. Joaquin Q. Acfalle, was appre-

Civilian Personnel Boss Upsets 
Navy Opposition In Rawlins Case 


NDER Secretary of the Navy, Paul 

B. Fay, jr., came out swinging this 
week with an edict that will leave no 
doubt about who is bossing the Navy’s 
personnel set-up. 

He told the Kilday House Armed 
Services Subcommittee that he will con- 
vene a special ad hoc selection board to 
consider the promotion of Cdr, Edward 
White Rawlins, USN-Ret. 

For more than 14 years, the Navy has 
thrown up roadblock after roadblock to 
persuade Congress not to promote Com- 
mander Rawlins and to bar him from a 
hearing before the Board for the Correc- 
tion of Naval Records. : 

In one instance, the Bureau of Per- 
sonnel sent one of its own officers be- 
fore a statutory selection board to tell 
board members then considering Rawlins 
that “Congressional relief is in the mak- 
ing for him,” thus hinting to the board 
that any action on its part would be 
unnecessary. At the same time, other 
BuPers emissaries were on Capitol Hill 
persuading the Congress not to act af- 
firmatively in the case. 

As recently as 18 April, the Navy noti- 
fied the House Armed Services Commit- 
tee that it opposed legislation again in- 
troduced in the Congress for Commander 
2Zawlins. In a surprise development on 
2 August, Secretary Fay advised the 
Committee that “we are now changing 
our position.” 

Taking the direct approach, he said 
he had personally reviewed the case and 
talked to Commander Rawlins, after 
which he decided to submit the case to 
a special ad hoc selection board, which

Brig. Gen, John A, Elmore, USA- 
Ret., Chairman of the group, said the 
Committee believes there is “sufficient 
support on the Armed Services Commit- 
tee and in the Senate to insure passage 
of this legislation if we can get the op- 
portunity to present our side of the case 
and have it brought to the floor of the 
Senate.” 

Efforts are being concentrated, he said, 
“toward securing early hearings” on 
either S-401, introduced by Senator Barry 
Goldwater (R-Ariz) or S-626, introduced 
by Senator Henry Jackson (D-Wash), a 
member of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee. 

General Elmore said “individuals and 
organizations alike should seek the im- 
mediate help of all in a position to 
influence the holding of early hearings 
and passage of our bill.” 

He added that individuals should see 
their Senators personally, if possible, 
and if not, they should “write, wire or 
telephone.” 

The Committee ended its report with 
the exhortation that “Time is short but 
not too short. We are not giving up the 
fight at this stage of the game and do 
not expect you to do so. Back us up— 
ACT NOW.”

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1200-Hour Flight Tests Start At Edwards 


On 4 B-52Hs—Largest Ever Held At AFFTC 


The recent arrival at Edwards AFB, 
Calif., of the latest version of the B-52 
jet bomber marks the start of a 4air- 
craft, 1200-hour-plus flight test program 
—most extensive ever conducted at the 
Air Force Flight Test Center. 

The B-52H, most advanced member of 
the Boeing Stratofortress family, looks 
the same as its forerunners, but new 
turbo-fan jet engines increase its inter- 
continental range and take-off perfor- 
mances, while a myriad of improved 
radar and electronic gear adds to its 
navigational and offensive /defensive 
capabilities. 

A test force of more than 200 skilled 
technicians representing industry and 
four major air commands has. been 
formed at Edwards to prove the design 
and capabilities of the eight-engine 
bomber. 

Maj. Thomas C. Kensler, AFFTC com- 
mand pilot and veteran of 12 years of 
flight testing, has been named Director 
of the B-52H Joint Test Force, which 
includes personnel from the Air Force 
Systems Command, Strategic Air Com- 
mand, Air Force Logistics Command, 
and Air Training Command. More than 
a dozen aerospace industry firms are 
represented on the test force, headed by 
the B-52 prime contractor, the Boeing 
Company. 

Four planes will be used in the ex- 
haustive test program, with 1000 hours 
to be test flown on the number one air- 
craft now at Edwards. The manufacturer 
flew 100 hours of tests on this plane at 
its Wichita, Kans. facility. The joint test 
force will put 900 more hours on the 





plane by early 1962 to evaluate the com- | 


plete integrated weapon system, Another 
test aircraft, highly instrumented to 
gather test data will be used as a “prob- 
lem solver,” primarily for electronic 
systems capability and compatibility. 

A third B-52H will prove the perfor- 
mance and stability of the aircraft, fly- 
ing with no missiles attached and with 
various combinations of the Hound Dog

of protection purchased at a later date 
are also obtained at lowest cost, a vigor- 
ous program of research and develop- 
ment is required, Similarly, we believe 
that research and development can re- 
duce the cost of warning and emergency 
communication systems. The experience 
and facilities of the Department in re- 
search and development work should be 
particularly helpful in pointing out paths 
that civil defense research and develop- 
ment out to explore. Mr. Chairman, you 
may wish to place in the record at this 
point a copy of the new title ‘Civil De- 
fense, Department of Defense.’ 

“Many people, including previous De- 
fense officials, have been apprehensive 
about the consequences of bringing civil 
defense under what has been described 
as ‘military control’ as well as the dan- 
gers of degrading military capabilities. 
As I indicated earlier in my statement, 
we propose to organize the civil defense 
function under civilian control, as a sepa- 
rate unit attached to the Office of the 
Secretary of Defense. 


Military Coordination 


“There are a number of ways, how- 
ever, in which the civil defense organi- 
zation can take advantage of the com- 
petence and capabilities of other units 
within the Department, without in any 
way detracting from the armed forces’ 
primary military obligations. For exam- 
ple, the district offices of the Army Corps 
of Engineers and of the Navy Bureau 
of Yards and Docks can be called upon 
to contract with civilian architects and 
engineers for the proposed shelter sur- 
vey. Again, as I pointed out earlier, the 
civil defense warning system becomes 
most effective when it is considered as 
an extension of the North American Air 
Defense Command Warning System. 

“The changes introduced in the defense 
program by the President have all been 
in the direction of increased flexibility

AF Picks Contractors For Electronic : 


Combat Center In NORAD’s Mountain Hq. 


HE Air Force’s Electronic Systems 

Division project to develop an auto- 
mated combat operations center for Gen- 
eral Laurence S. Kuter’s North Amer- 
ican Air Defense Command (NORAD) 
has moved forward with the announce- 
ment by Air Force Headquarters of the 
selection of three contractors. 

Named as the system hardware con- 
tractor was the Burroughs Corporation 
of Detroit, Mich. Associate contractors 
for the system computer programming 
task are the MITRE Corporation of Bed- 
ford, Mass., and the System Develop- 
ment Corporation of Santa Monica, Calif. 

The Electronic Systems Division proj- 
ect, formally known as the Air Force 
Command and Control System 425L, will 
develop for NORAD an automated fa- 
cility to centralize evaluation of aero- 
space surveillance and warning, and to 
provide more effective command and 
control of warning, surveillance, and 
weapons systems, The system will be in- 
stalled inside of a mountain near Colo- 
rado Springs, Colo. 

The high-speed computer complex will 
be used to display critical information 
to the NORAD commander-in-chief and 
his staff, in order to help them assimi- 
late vast quantities of information and 
execute command decisions in the aero- 
space defense of the North American 
continent. 

Responsible for this project is ESD’s 





425L System Program Office, headed by 
Col. Karl N. Retzer. 

When the system is installed in the 
display room at COC, a raid estimate 
indicator will show the size and strength 
of, for example, a ballistic missile attack. 
The impact predictor will show the num- 
ber of points on the North American 
continent about to be struck. Another 
indicator will show “minutes to go” be- 
fore the lead missile lands on target. 

On a wall-size map large ellipses would 
show the general areas of missile launch- 
ings. At the same moment on a large 
map of North America would be shown 
the general target areas. As the faster- 
than-sound attack draws closer, com- 
puters would continually recalculate, 
pinpointing launch sites and targets. 

All of this information would be the 
end-result of communications flashed 
over multiple lines, to insure that the 
message gets through. From BMEWS 
(Ballistic Missile Early Warning Sys- 
tem) radars at the top of the world 
come warnings. 

Other electronic fences, the Distant 
Early Warning Line, the Mid-Canada 
and Pinetree lines, would give “source 
material.” 

And from our weather observation and 
forecasting system, from overseas warn- 
ing systems, electromagnetic intelligence, 
SAGE, and Space Detection and Track- 
ing System come a deluge of details. 





Army Eyes Supersonic Twin Jet N-156 





supersonic jet to operate from a sod 


HE Northrop Corporation’s N-156 limited war fighter becomes the first U. S. 


field as it demonstrates for the Army at 


Pensacola, Fla. Carrying a full internal fuel load of 3,800 pounds plus a simulated 
military payload, the N-156 proved its ability to take off and land on a 3,000-foot 
dirt field. The trials of the aircraft included three days of sod field operation. The 
Army is interested in its use for battlefield surveillance and close support. 


Motor Chamber 


Grand Central Rocket Co. has an- 
nounced completion of its first 10-foot 


diameter segmented rocket motor cham- | 


ber, which it says is one of the largest 
diameter solid propellant chambers ever 
built in the Free World. 

John J, Crowley, Company General 
Manager, said that the chamber will be 
used in structural tests. The chamber 


was designed and developed under con- | 


tract with the Air Force Flight Test 
Center at Edwards AFB. 

Mr. Crowley also announced the suc- 
cessful firing of its first model of a seg- 
mented, solid propellant Big Booster 
rocket motor. The motor is directed to- 
ward eventual development of multi- 
million pound thrust rocket motors ca- 
pable of boosting large, manned space 
vehicles to escape velocity. 

The model fired was three feet in 
diameter and contained about two and 
a half tons of propellant. It produced an 
average thrust in excess of 30,000 
pounds. The motor consisted of three 
segments—a center cylindrical segment 
and two end segments—fastened to- 
gether by a technique developed by 
GCR.

Here Is Text Of Senate Prohibition 
On Contractor Advertising, “Pirating 


pope following prohibition on defense 


contractor advertising is contained 


in the Senate version of the fiscal 
Senate vote as THE JOURNAL went to 
press: 

“Sec. 636. No part of the funds ap- 
propriated herein shall be available for 
paying the costs of advertising by any 
defense contractor, except advertising 
for which payment is made from profits, 
and such advertising shall not be con- 
sidered a part of any defense contract 
cost.
